ORDER 

New Delhi, the 15th September 1976 

S.O. 613(E)/18FA/18AA/IDRA/76,—Whereas Messrs. Bengal Potteries Limited, Cal¬ 
cutta owning two industrial undertakings at 45, Tangfa Road and at 3, Pagladanga Koad, 
Calcutta (hereinafter referred to as the said industrial undertakings), is being wound up 
under the supervision of the Calcutta High Court and the business of the company is not 
being continued; 

And whereas the Central Government, after obtaining permission from that High 
Court under section 15A of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 
of 1951), (hereinafter in this Order referred to as the said Act), had caused an investi¬ 
gation to be made by a body of persons into the possibility of running or re-starting the 
said industrial undertakings; 

And whereas the Central Government is of opinion that there are possibilities of 
running or re-starting the said industrial undertakings and that the industial undertakings 
should be run or re-started, made an application under sub-section (1) of section 18FA 
of the said Act to the Calcutta High Court praying for permission to apoint the Indus¬ 
trial Reconstruction Corporation of India Limited, Calcutta, as body of persons to take 
over the management of the said industrial undertakings and that the said High Court 
has, by its order dated the 10th September, 1976, granted the said permission; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 18FA, 
read with section 18AA, of the said Act, the Central Government hereby authorises the 
Industrial Reconstruction Corporation of -India Limited, Calcutta (hereinafter referred to 
as the authorised person), to tako over the -management of the whole of the said industrial 
undertakings, namely, the two industrial undertakings at 45, Tangra Road and at 3, 
Pagladanga Road, Calcutta, owned by Messrs. Bengal Potteries Limited, ju^ect to the 
followmg^terms. and conditions, namely:— 

(i) Mhe, authorised .person -shall comply with all (direct i»ps. issued »ftonri4ime to time 

by the Central Government; 

(ii) the. authorised-, person -shfcll hold office- for live, .years from the date of publica¬ 

tion of this Oder in the Official Gazette; and 

(Hi) the Central Government may terminate the appointment of the authorised 
person earlier if it considers it necessary to do so. 


2. This Order shall have egect for a period of five years commencing from the date 
of its publication in the Official Gazette.
